Drought In Australia. 


London, 
May 
27.—Cabling 
from 


Sydney, the correspondent there 
The Daily Mail gives an account of 
the terrible drought from which, as 
a climax to seven dry years, Australia 
Is now suffering. The correspondent 
says that the losses in stock in Au- 
stralia since 1S9S amount to £15.- 
000,000. Unemployed men are drift- 
ing into the cities by the thousands, 
and there the state governments are 
providing them with relief. The only 
districts 
that have 
escaped 
the 


drought are the northern river dis- 
trict of New South Wale*-and parts 
of the Riverna district.

Pretoria. May 27.—The prevalence 


throughout South Africa of the opti- 
mistic feeling in regard to tha peace 
negotiations Is hardly based upon 
solid facts. 
Toe protraction nf the 


conference 
at Vcresnlnging is not 


necessarily a hopeful sign. The dele- 
gates to the conference,although they 
have abandoned their hopes of secur- 
ing independence, atili have. many 
points of difference with the govern- 
ment, -while an obstinate minority 
continues to regard the resumption of 
hostilities as the best outcome.of the 
present situation, and at any moment 
these points of difference may be ac- 
centuated into a refusal to continue 
the negotiations. 


It is cot HTtely that those who ara 


in favor of peace will throw up the 
sponge so loaff •»:; a decent minor l 
is flosirous of continuing the stnigsl'* 
and all thsse dissonant elements must 
be talcen into account: before it is 
possible to give any sort ol prediction 
as to the issae of the present aet," 
liations.

Cleveland, May 27.—The spacious

tee rapped tho Ohio Republican cou- 
vention to order. Oa the stage were 
seated the moguls of the party, includ- 
ing Senator Mark Hanna, Governor 
George K. Nash, the Ohio congres- 
sional delegation, state officials and 
ot.iier figures in political life, and in 
the auditorium 
vrcre gathered the 


army of delegates, S74 in number, and 
a host of interested onlookers. The 
bait had been tastefully decorated, tho 
national colors, pictures of prominent 
party 
leaders and potted 
plants 


abounding in profusion. But little 
time was wasted 
in 
preliminaries. 


Chairman Durr, after felicitating the 
as.sx!mh!agc. Introduced a iocal clergy- 
man, who altered prayer.

Nash then was presented as the tera-

porary chairman, he receiving :m ova- 
tion when ho arose to npeak. His re- 
marks were confined mainly to the 
taxation laws enacted by the last legis- 
lature. Tati speech was well received. 
Jobti R. Malloy of Columbus performed 
thf duties of temporary sHrrcuiry. 


Prior to the callin,. to order of tlie 


convention, the district delegate meet- 
ings woro hfli!, each district selecting 
one vice president and one member of 
the state centra! committee, to be re- 
ported to the convention after it shall 
have been permanently organized. In 
addition, one member for each of the 
folfowtng committees was selected by 
each of the several districts: Creden- 
tials, perznansnt organisation, rules 
and order of business, and resolutions. 
These were reported to the convention 
this afternoon, after which the conven- 
tion adjourned to Wednesday morning. 


The city is crowded with visitors,

NASH'S SPEECH. 


Taxation Laws Recently Enacted, the 


Governor's Theme. 


Governor Naah, as temporary chair- 


rssn of tt« conventiou, delivered the 
fellowins" ttd-dres-s: 


Gentlemen ot" Che Convention—The 
Republican party has a way of doing 
business that is exceedingly annoying 
to its political opponents. Whenever 
It gives its word to the people that a 
beneficial thing shall be accomplished 
in their behalf, it has a. habit exasper- 
ating to such opponents, of making 
that pledge good. 


Republican Pledges Redeemed, 


In the Ohio Republican platform of 
last year It was declared. "We favor 
legislation to tho ecd that the burden 
of taxation upon property may be les- 
sened.5' With this declaration in view 
a general assembly was elected last No- 
vember, Republican in both branches. 
In January it met arid immediately 
ceir.ssenecd the work of keeping the 
promise just referred to, and it gives 
me pleasure to assert that the pledge 
has been redeemed. For many years 
$2.89 per ?U/l)l> has been levied upon 
the value of real and personal property 
in Ohio, for the support of the state 
government. The levy .for this purpose 
has been reduced to ?1.?5 per $1,000, 
The burden, which this kind of prop- 
erty has borne for so long a time, has 
been reduced by the sum of more than 
SS 000,000 for each of the two next en- 
suing years. Never before did a great 
party more quickly redeem a solemn 
pledge. I venture tho prediction that 
this burden will never again be in- 
creased, but I believe that, if the Re- 
publican party Is continued in power. 
It will be found possible to relieve it 
entirely from taxation for, state, pur- 
poses. When this end la attained the 
necessity for decennial state boards of 
eoualizatioTj of the valuation of real 
property, with a.'! their vexations, wiH 
no longer exist. We will have reached 


ID. fact local taxation, with all the ben-^ 
eflta which, !t is believed this will bring 
to the people. 
The general assembly made this re- 
sult possibje by following the path 
marked out by the Republican' party 
more than. 10 years ago. and increased 
the revenues of the state by forms ot 
taxation other than by levies upon tts.1 
aiid personal property. It has required 
domestic corporations organized for 
profit to flle annual reports, i;ot inquis- 
itorial in their character, and pay a fee 
of one-tenth of 1 per cent upon tie cap- 
ital actually invested in such corpora- 
tions. This is equivalent to a tax t'or 
the support of tne state government.:1 
In addition to the benefits which will 


j 


arise to the state from this increased 
revenue, we will be able to know at 
all times what corporations are alive 
and active, and what ones are dead. 
When these reports are all in, -we will 
know, for the first time in the history 
of the state, how much, capital is ac- 
tually invested in our home corpora- 
tions. Moat of the domestic corporate 
interests saw the justice of this law, 
and the benefits to be derived there- 
from, and the measure met with but 
little effective opposition in the general 
assembly. These corporations are re- 
quired to file animal reports and pay 
reasonable fees during the month of 
May. It gives me pleasure to state that 
during the present month they have re- 
sponded promptly and patriotically to 
the new demands made upon them by 
the gsneral assembly. 
We have not 
yet reached the end of the month, and 
the returns are not all in, but enough 
is known to assure us that the mem- 
bers of the legislature did not make 
a mistake, when they calculated that 
the energetic business mea. who con- 
trol the corporations of Ohio, would 
cheerfully respond to this call of duty. 


Not An Excessive Tax. 


It has required corporations, organ- 
ized in other states and doing business 
in Ohio, to file like annual reports and 
to pay a fee of one-tenth ot one per 
cent upon the capital employed by such 
corporations in Ohio. These reports 
must be filed with the secretary ot 
state during, the month of September, 
and the fees or taxes paid during that 
month. This is not an excessive sum 
to ri.piuatK? for the benefits -which they 
receive from the right to conduct xheir 
business operations in this state, and 
for the protection which the laws and 
government of Ohio give to them. In. 
this way the revenues o£ the state will 
be largely Increased. 
A change hjis been made in the ex- 
cise law, w.hich affects what are known 
as "public, utility'- corporations doing 
business in Ohio. Certain corporations 
have been brought within its provi- 
sions heretofore exempt therefrom. 
Prior to this enactment these corpora- 
tions were required to pay for the ben- 
efit of the state treasury one-half of 
on p. per i;eni upon, their gross receipts. 
No\v they ruust pay one per cent UJ.OH 
tbeir gross receipts in Ohio, and there- 
by inert ase the revenues of the state. 
Foreign insurance companies. Iffe 
and Sre. for the privilege, granted to 
them by the state, of doing business 
in Ohio arc required to pay into tlie 
state treasury the sum of two and one- 
half per t-ent upon the gross receipts 
from the business thus transacted. This 
will produce the sutxi of ?650.009. 
A law was enacted which will result 
in a more efficient collection of what 
are Itnown as the Dow liquor taxes, 
and a consequent increase in the rev- 
enue. 
The arts which I have enumerated 
will not produce a sum of money Jarge 
enough to take the piace of the SD.OOO".- 
000 deficiency, caused by the reduction 
of tlie levy upon real ami personal 
property. A part of the reduction Was 
made from the fact that the old levy 
would produce more money than the 
state needed. The amount on t.h<? grand 
duplicate had been largely increased 
by the decennial appraisement of real 
property in the year 1800. As a conse- 
quence, if thft levy remained unchang- 
ed, the receipts from taxes of the state 
would have bten increased more than 
a half million dollars. The Repub- 
lican nu-inbors of thf general assembly 
believed that the people should have 
th« benefit of this increase in tho valu- 
ation of their property, rather than 
that it should be an additional burden 
upon them. 
Therefore, in fixing the 
levy for state purposes, at $1.35 upon 
the Sl.OOO. this matter was taken into 
consideration- 


No Cry of Distress. 


Some timid souls anums" our oppo- 
nents fear that we will not have money 
enough during the next two years with 
which to supply the. needs of the .state, 
an;l that it will be necessary, for the 
governor to cry out for help and call 
an extraordinary session ot the gen- 
eral assembly, 
i bog to assure such 
persons that they need not he troubled, 
for the Republican members of the 
Kener.il assembly knew just what thoy 
were about, last winter. They will hear 
no c.ry of distress from the sovernor. 
The levy for common school pur- 
poses, although reduced, will produce 
more money for the common schools 
of Ohio than dill the larger levy c.!' 
last ye^r. 
The levy for the universities -will 
do more for them, in the next two 
years, than has ever been done in any 
other two years in the history of the 
state. 
The lerj* for the sinking fund, re- 
rtii^»d hv rmarlv rni»>-hnlf ia iimnlt* K^~ 
cause 
Republican management ' has 
nearly extinguished the funded debt of 
the stale. 
The old l«vy for the revenue fund 
has been wipe/3 off the slate. But there 
will be no trouble on that 
account. 
Wihen business closed on Saturday, the 
17th day of May. there was in the 
stali; treasury to the credit of the sren» 
era! revenue fund the sum of $1,715.- 
847.87. This sum is larger by a half 
million dollars than the amount which 
-was there one year before. What a 
tribute this is to the Republican man- 
agement and economy! The last half 
of the taxes, which were levied last 
year and -were due in December, Is to 
be paid nf.it month. 
This, together 
with the Bums of money to be derived 
from otfher old methods of taxation, 
will add at, least $2.500.000 more tc the 
credit of the pRncral revenue fun<J. I 
fully expect jhat within a few weeks 
the general government will pav to us 
about ?450.000. an obligation which she 
owes to Ohio, on account of interest 
paid upon bonds issued during the civil 
war 
for 
the purpose of 
arming 
and equipping asd 
subsisting the 
volunteers which she placed in the 
Union armies. 
I now pledge my- 
self to the people of Ohio that we will 
pay every obli^tion of the state, be- 
coming due prior to April I. 1003. with- 
out usinR a dollar from the new sources 
of revenue. 
It will not be necessary to wait, how- 
over, for the money from these sources 
i-v>77imenced pouring into the coffers oC 
the state on the first day of this Month. 
Gentlemen of the convention. I con- 
gratulate you upon the reforms insti- 
tuted and nccomplished in the financial 
affairs of the state by your representa- 
tives in the general assembly. 
The most important part of the busi- 
ness of Ohio, mercantile, commercial, 
mining, manufacturing and Industrial, 
Is carried on through and by means 
of artificial 
persons, created by the 
state, and known as corporations. In 
them the capital of our people is in- 
vested more or less profitably. ' By 
them labor is employed and paid fair 
wages. They hava developed our min- 
ing resources,, erected' our great manu- 
facturies, constructed our railroads and 
transacted the business connected with 
our fade and commerce, until our sUto 


has becom* very great and very pros- 
perous. These corporations should not 
be looked upon as'tne etteinies of the1 
people but as their frieads, capable of 
stilf further developing anil making 
useful tine great resources of our state, 
and giving to labor, remunerative em- 
ployment, and to capital safe invest- 


It was with this friendly spirit that 
the Seventy-fifth 
general assembly 
looked -upon the presence of corpora- 
tions in Ohio. It believed that they 
should be fostered and encouraged, and 
not fought aa the common enemies o£ 
mankind. It realized that in this state 
they encounter many 
disadvantages 
and labor against obstacles not met 
with under the more liberal laws of, 
some other states of the Union. There- 
fore its members set about the work of 
removing these obstacles, so that our 
cities might become, more than ever 
before, the homes of increased industry 
aad superabundant prosperity. 
One of the great drawbacks to the 
investment of capital in Obio corpora- 
tions is what is knoT7n as the "double 
liability clause" of the constitution. 
There is uo doubt about the fact that 
this clause during tine last 50 years has 
driven from, our doors capital from 
other states, seeking safe investment. 
How much this clause has retarded the 
development, of our industries and the 
growth of our prosperity, no man can 
estimate. Upon the otter hand, it is 
difficult to point out that this clause 
has been of any practical benefit to our 
people, it has been beneficial alone to 
the negligent creditor, and even for 
him it has been but rarely effective, 
and then only after litigation which 
largely eliminated the 
benefit which 
was supposed to accrue to him oa ac- 
count ot its excessive cost. 
Carefui 
and diligent creditors do not need this 
protection. Therefore the general as- 
sembly has submitted to the people an 
amendment to the constitution, which, 
it' adopted by the people, win take from 
it this "scarecrow" to capital. 
Until 
this amendment shall have been adopt- 
ed, as a partial cure for the evil, the 
legislature made a law wihich created 
a statute of limitation, and provides 
that an action, upon the liability of 
stockholders, can only be brought 
within 18 months after the debt or 
obligation shall have become ent'prc- 
able against them. 
This is certainly 
time enough to give fairly 
diligent 
creditors an opportunity to enforce 
their claims. 


Taxation Amendment. 


Another difficulty, 
encountered by 
corporations and people alike, arises 
from the limitations thrown around the 
taxing .power now possessed 
by the 
general assembly. 
Therefore another 
constitutional amendment bas been 
proposed, enlarging this power, to some 
extent, and in such a manner that if 
the people should give the amendment 
their approval, it is believed that tax- 
ation iu Ohio will be more equitable 
in the future than it has been !n the 
past. 
Under our law, as it existed privf to 
the meeting of the Seventy-fifth gen- 
eral assembly, the stock of all domes- 
tic corporations, all of whose property 
was located ia Ohio and subject to tax- 
ation therein, was exempt from paying 
anything for the support of the govern- 
ment, state and local. This provision, 
of law was just, because it prevented 
double taxation. Under the same law. 
the stock of a domestic, corporation 
when a portion, or even a small por- 
tion of Its property, was located out- 
side of the state, and the stock of a 
foreign, corporation when only a por- 
tioti of its property was located within 
the state, were all subject to taxation 
in Ohio. This provision was inequit- 
able and unfair, because it enforced 
the evil of doubJc taxation upon cer- 
tain corporations, and relieved others 
therefrom. This evii lias been reme- 
died by the last genera! assembly, bj' 
the enactment of a law. which provides 
that the stock of corporations shall not 
be listed for taxation in. Ohio, where 
two-thirds of the property of such cor- 
porations is taxed In this state in the 
name of the company. 


Veto Power For Governor. 


Every state in this Union, except 
three—two little ones, and .Ohio—give 
their governors the right to veto what 
they conceive to be bad legislation. 
This general assembly believed that it 
would be for the welfare of the state 
to confer a limited veto power upon 
iis chief executive. With large powers 
given to the general assembly !a mat- 
ters of taxation, this seems to be wise 
and prudent. Therefore it has submit- 
ted lor the ratification of the people 
an amendment to the constitution con- 
ferring this power. 
Not the least of the achievements of 
'.his fixr-rifTa) assembly was the reten- 
tion, oy the unanimous vote of the Re- 
publican members thereof, in his place 
of usefulness in the senate of the Unit- 
ed States, of Joseph B. Foraker. 
When its record shall 
have been 
written and read, you will be proud of 
tbe Seventy-fifth General assembly as 
i,he child of the Republican party. I 
do not claim for it" perfection Iu all 
things, but it has been as faithful to 
firmities of human nature will permit. 
It has lifted an. annual burden of more 
than 53.000,000 from the rco.1 and per- 
sonal property of Ohio.

Tbo 
committee opposes the bill oa. the 
ground lltat il makes no provision i'or 
further exploration of routes. 
It is 


contended that "however safely the 
country may rely OB the wisdom and 
just discretion of tbe executive, the 
policy is not wise nor safe as a rule 
ot government." 


The report discusses at length the 


protocols with Colombia and Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica, and it is stated 
incidentally 
that former Colombian 


Minister Si'va v.-as invited to appear 
before the committee, but declined to 
do EO. Of the agreements with Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua. It is said that 
"they arc defiui;e and complete as to 
the character and scope of the rights 
they have agreed'to concede to the 
United States," and it is argued that 
If thoy are ratified nothing will be 
left to do hut to complete the details 
of the arrangements necessary to car- 
ry ths agreements into effect." 


Colombia, on the other band, is 


charged Tvith playing for delay, and it 
is stated that ''to bold Colombia to 
her present oftar it is necessary, un- 
d«r article 27, that ratifications sh&il 
be Hichaagad within eight montljs 
from its date, and the practical impos- 
sibility of concluding .all the neces- 
sary arranijt'njents provided for in hnr 
proposition 
within 
eight 
B'OQths 


shotva that her most earnest purpose 
Is to cause delay." It is charged that 
Colombia does not by her protocol 
agree to sell us the Panama cans.! and 
railroad property frsa from al! eiist- 
ing claims, concessions ana iecum- 
bra.nc.es, but leaves us to work out a 
little with the Panama company. 


The report reads: "Colombia is anx- 


ious to net rid of the Panama Canti.1 
company without giving offense 
to 


Francs, so that she can deixt; and pos- 
sess all the plant of tho canal eoru- 
pany. all the lands and. houses it owns 
in Panama, and become tlie owner of 
It all, aJons vrith the Panama railroad, 
which -reverta to her in 1936. If this 
convention should bs adopted, not 
only would doiay attend the opening 
of the canal, but the United States 
•will assume obligations to Uac world 
tliat it will be impossible to fceep and 
reiaUocs with Colombia that -will de- 
prive the canal of all value to the 
United States, and wi!l make It a 
cause of irritation that must involve 
the roost serious consequencas."
